4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present claimed 
invention is directed to a driving scheme for operation of a liquid crystal display. Independent 
claim identifies the uniquely distinct feature, "said plurality of orthogonal addressing functions is 
represented by an orthogonal block-circulant matrix, the orthogonal block-circulant matrix 
comprising at least one sub-matrix; wherein at least one of said at least one sub-matrix is non- 
zero and non-orthogonal", see last 5 lines of claim 1 . The examiner agrees with the applicants 
that the closest prior art, Otani et al. (US 6,054,972) discussed in the Office Action dated 
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1 1/10/2003, disclosing an orthogonal block matrix comprising sub-matrix placing along the 
diagonal of the orthogonal block matrix, either singularly or in combination with other cited 
references in the record, fails to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious. 
See the amendment filed 5/17/2004, page 13, last paragraph, through page 14.
